2. Subject aanusoript bad to be translated into Goman by under- 
signed, sinoe the agent who is intended to do the editorial work on it, 
does not mooter English to an extent that he could furnish an adequate trans- 
lation ( which is obviously necessary, before editing starts ) himself, it 
is planned by undersigned to add a coopt tont translator to the indigenous 
editorial staff, but recruiting and security elsaranoe will obviously take 
auoh tine - and undersigned felt that processing of this manuscript should 
proceed with all praotleahle speed, 

S, Copy of the translation is submit tod herewith. While the trans- 
lation is frea rathor than verbatim in many instances, it bos been kept 
intentionally "rough", in order to minimise the temptation for tho agent- 
editor to uso tho Gorman tost at it stands and to indueo him to do a aero 
thorough re-write job, 

4. It would bo highly desirable if future 
in groat detail by undersigned prior to his departure ) oould bo furnished already 
in Goman translation . But oven if this should not bo practicable, care should 
^e taken that any manuscript whioh in tho oourse of its processing is expected 
to pass through indigenous hands ought to bo typed in on paper not easily identi- 
fiable as Imorloan and preferably also amnpepme with a typewriter of a different 
make. Tho ideal solution would bo to use both Goman paper and a Goman type- 
writer at BQ for this purpose. 
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
